FABOO, Dakota, May 7.—Buildings 
were unroofed, telephone and electric 
light wires prostrated and other damage 
done in this ciiy yesterday by a cyclone 
which passed over Fargo.

BUFFAIJO, Dak., May 7.—Hie most 
destructive storm ever experienced in 
this section passed over this place yes- 
terday. The storm commenced about 7 
o'clock and at 2 p. m. it assumed the 
form of a hurricane, doing great dam- 
age to crops, unrdofing elevators and 
large blocks. Grain, which was well up, 
was torn out by the roots and that which 
was not up was buried so deep that 
sight of it will ever be lost. 


Farmers are much discouraged and 
say that another storm like yesterday's 
will destroy all hopes of any crops this 
season. 


The damage done to buildings and 
crops can not now be estimated, but 
will reach tens of thousands of dollars.

Company to Wind up Its Bnai- 
nemm. 


N E W YOBK, May 7.—The New York 
Equitable Fire Insurance company, has 
resolved to wind up its affairs forth- 
with. 
The company was incorporated 
in 1823. 


The capital of the company is $219,- 
000 and the surplus January 1, 1889, 
was $296,873.37. 


The board of directors has passed 
resolutions declaring a dividend of 100 
per cent, and appointing a committee 
to wind up the affairs of the company. 
This discouraging outlook for the fire 
insurance business is stated to be the 
cause for this movement.

A DAY OF FIRES! 


Tkoy Bace Vleroely All Over tl 
Conntry—Vive Hnsaan Itiree 
JLoet—Twelve Horses 
Bnrmed to Deatk. 


NBW YOBK, May 7.—The old Bowne 
mansion, in West Chester, was burned 
to the ground early this morning. There 
were eight people asleep in the struc- 
ture at the time, Mr. Watson Bowne, 
his wife and three children, two servant 
gitlsifbmed'Dunn, Mr. Bowne's aged 
mother, Mrs. Thomas Bowne. The lat- 
ter, the Dunn girls and two children 
were burned to death. 
Mr. Bowne 
saved the other child and his wife, but 
was severely burned in doing so. 


Mr. Browne was awakened by the 
ringing of the fire bells to find his 
house in fiames. He tried to arouse the 
other inmates, but the flames had made 
such progress that he could only run to 
the room where his wife and her infant 
child was asleep. 
Snatching them up 
in his arms, he made his way through 
the sheets of flames, which beset his 
path to the ground. 


Bowne was badly burned around the 
limbs. 
His wife and child were well 
wrapped up in blankets and escaped 
with slight injuries. The firemen by 
this time were on the scene but were 
powerless to render any aid. The whole 
structure was wrapped in flames. Every 
one knew that several people were be- 
ing burned to death but were helpless to 
render them aid. 


Mr. Bowne, frantic with grief and 
pain, was taken to a neighbor's house 
and cared for. His wife, who had faint- 
ed, was also cared for by the neighbors, 
together with her child. The fire burn- 
ed fiercely, in fact until it had burned 
itself out. 
Then a search for the bc^es 
began. 
The bodies of the two servants 
were first discovered, both frightfully 
burned. 
The other bodies have not yet 
been found. 


NEW YOBK, May 7.—^A fire occurred 
in the third story of the building of the 
Daily Commereial Bulletin 
early 
this 
morning. The flames were confined to 
that floor, but great damage was done 
by water. 


PABIS, Ky., May 7.—Captain T. E. 
Moore's large stable, containing twelve 
valuable 
horses, burned last night. 
The horses were valued at nearly $60,- 
000. 
Everything was burned, not a 
horse escaping. 


HUDSON, Mich., May 7.—The 
little 
village of Waldron, near here, suffered 
a disastrous fire yesterday. 
Thirty 
stores and houses, comprising the entire 
business portion of the place, were 
swept away. A valuable stallion was 
also burned. 
The losses will reach 
$60,000; partially insured. 


EAST TAW AS, Mich., May 7.—Forest 
fires did considerable damage Monday, 
destroying a large amount of fencing 
and several buildings. 


LIMA, O., May 7.—The entire busi- 
ness portion of Beaver Dam, a town near 
here, was destroyed by fire at an early 
hour this morning. 
But three build- 
ings were left. Loss, $80,000. 


LTTDINGTON, Mich., May 7.—A dis- 
astrous fijre is raging at A. E. Carter's 
mill. 
Last night the dock caught fire 
from a tug which was passing. The 
wind is blowing hard and the firemen 
are having a hard time to save the mill. 
At last accounts 400,000 inch and piece 
lumber and 
200,000 
shingles 
were 
burned. 
The schooner Dawn, which 
was loading at the dock, was slightly 
damaged before she could be towed 
away.

Third Ward.—The flrst precinct re- 
corded 217 votes at 3 o'clock.

In the Second precinct 225 votes 
were 
polled. "The Germans are 
scratching Muhler," said Mr. James 
Butler, a worker.

Tke Preeldent makes a Biff Batek of 
Appointmente To-day—>IJtak 
Is Vised Up. 


WASHINOTON, May 6.—The president 
to-day made the following appointments: 
Arthur L. Thomas, of Salt Lake City, 
Utah,, to be governor of Utah; Elijah 
Sells, of Salt Lake City, Utah, to be 
secretary of Utah; Ellsworth Daggett, 
of Utah, to be assistant surveyor general 
of Utah; Perry J. Anson, of Idaho, to 
be register of the land office- at Black- 
foot, Idaho; Wm. H. Donillson, of 
Idaho, to be receiver of public moneys 
at Blackfoot, Idaho; Michael A. Leahy, 
of Wisconsin, to be an agent for the 
Indians of the La Pointe agency in 
Wisconsin; Joseph F. Bennett, of New 
Mexico, to be an agent for the Indians 
of the Misscalero agency in New Mexico. 


Jos. N. Beacom, of Kansas, was to- 
day appointed referee and chairman of 
the referees, under the act of March 2, 
1887, entitled an act to grant the 
right 
of way through Indian territory to the 
Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska railroad, 
for the purpose of appraising the com- 
pensation to be made by said railway 
to the Cherokee nation, &c.

Oermany Wants Damages Por tke 
Kliilnv of Her Soldiers 
at Samoa. 


PABIS, May 7.—Several persons were 
arrested yesterday at the opening of the 
exposition for shouting "Vive Boulan- 
ger." Over 20,000 people visited the 
grounds yesterday. 


BsBiiiN, May 7.—Germany 
claims 
satisfaction for the killing of the Ger- 
man officers and sailors in the action 
with Mataafa's men at Samoa on Dec. 
17 last, and compensation for the losses 
sustained by German visitors and own- 
ers of plantations. 
If, therefore, the 
United States will purchase the planta- 
tions owned by the German company, 
or if the Samoans themselves will pur- 
chase these plantations, payment be- 
ing guaranteed by the United States, 
Germany will not make the slightest 
opposition to the installation of Malesto, 
or some one of the latter's chiefs. The 
other conditioa equally acceptable to 
each of the three powers, is that the 
three collectively gurantee the neutrali- 
ty of Samoa. 


The Vmisclu» Zuitung states that the 
American Samoan commissioners urge 
the neutrality of the powers in the gov- 
ernment of the Samoan Islands and the 
right for the United States to establish 
a coaling station Poga Poga. 


BEBMN, May 7.—Captain Wissman's 
force, 900 strong, has arrived at B<^- 
mayoa and active hostilities with the 
natives at that place are imminent. 


LONDON, May 7.—It is stated that the 
czar will, within a short time, be 
crowned king of Holland. 


LONDON, May 7.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon the budget re- 
cently introduced by Mr. 
Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer, was passed 
by a large majority. 


LONDON, May 7.—The 
foundation 
stone of the new hospital for women, on 
the Euston road, was formally laid to- 
day by the Princess of Wales in the 
presence of a brilliant assemblage.

WASHINOTON, Pa., I ^ y 7.—The C. D. 
Bobinson oil well. Just east of this 
place, has increased in production and 
is now doing about seventy-five barrels 
per hour. 
When oil was first struck 
last week it fiowed 200 barrels per day. 
Oik deeper drilling the well steadily in- 
creased in production. 
To-day it is 
fiowing seventy-five barrels per hour, 
and it is believed that the well is good 
for 2,500 barrels a day upon deeper 
drilling. 
Land is changing hands and 
there is great excitement.

NEW YORK, May 7. — The old Bowne 


mansion, in West Chester, was burned 
to the ground early this morning. There 
were eight people asleep in the struc- 
ture at the time, Mr. Watson Bowiie, 
bis wife and three children, two servant 
girls named -Dunn, Mr. Bowue's nged 
mother, Mrs. Thomas Bowne. The lat- 
ter, the Dunn girls and two children 
were burned to death. 
Mr. Bowne 


saved the other child aud his wife, but 
was sctferoly burned in doing so. 


Mr. Browne was awakened by the 


ringing of the fire bells to find his 
house in flames. Ho tried to arouse the 
other inmates, but the flames bad made 
such progress that he could only run to 
the room where his wife aud her infant 
cliild was asleep. 
Snatching thum up 


In his arms, ho mode his way through 
the sheets of flumes, which beset his 
piith to the ground. 


Bowne urns budly burned around the 


limbs. 
His wife and child were well 


wrapped up in blankets imd escaped 
with slight injuries. 
The firemen by 


this time were on the scene bnt were 
powerless to render any aid. Tho whole 
structure was wrapped in Humes. Every 
one know that several people went be- 
ing burned to death but were helpless to 
render them aid. 


Mr. Bowne, frantic with grief and 


pain, was taken to n neighbor's house 
and caml for. His wife, who had faint- 
ed, was also cared for by the neighbors, 
together with her child. Tho firu burn- 
ed fiercely, in fact until it had burned 
itaulf out. Then a search for the bodies 
begun. Tlie bodies of tlie two servants 
wore first discovered, both frightfully 
burned. Tho other bodies have not yet 
iwon found.
